(Continued  from  Last  Issue) 
During  the  academy's  earliest  27 
years  such  men  were  Dummer  attend- 
ants as  Samuel  Tenny,  member  of 
Congress;  Samuel  Hinckley,  judge  of 
probate;  Tobias  Lear,  private  secre- 
tary and  aide-de-camp  to  General 
George  Washington;  Edward  Preble, 
commodore  in  the  United  States  Navy 
who  commanded  the  Yankee  fleet  that 
routed  the  Barbary  pirates;  Rufus 
King,  staff  officer  and  member  of  the 
convention  that  framed  the  United 
States  Constitution  and  later  a  sen- 
ator; Theophilus  Parsons  and  Sam- 
uel Sewall,  chief  justices  of  Mass- 
achusetts;   Joseph  Willard   and    Sam- 


uel Webber,  presidents  of  Harvard 
College;  Sir  David  Ochterlony,  major 
general  of  the  British  army,  member 
of  the  East  India  Company,  and  one 
of  the  founders  of  the  Indian  Empire, 
to  whom  a  statue  is  erected  in  Bom- 
bay, stating  that  he  is  a  graduat?  of 
Dummer;  Samuel  Phillips,  through 
whose  agency  Andover  and  Exeter 
academies  were  founded;  and  many 
officers  and  men  who  served  in  bran- 
ches of  the  service  from  the  French 
and  Indian  and  Revolutionary  wars 
to  the  great  World  Conflict  of  com- 
parative recent  history.  One  of  the 
g'reatest  heroes  was  General  Lander, 
who  lost  his  life  as  leader  in  the 
Union  Army,  during  the  Civil  War. 
Men  who  were  noted  nationally  and 
locally  in  politics,  business  or  social 
life  were  from  Dummer's  halls.  A 
large  proportion  of  those  who  became 
famed  were  among  the  520  coming 
under  the  instruction  of  Master 
Moody.  Some  of  these  were  still 
alive  when  the  Sons  of  DumirT  So- 
ciety were  organized  but  most  had 
passed  into  the  great  beyond.  But 
surely  their  works  do  live  after  them. 
Dummer  has  ever  since  been  the  in- 
cubator of  true  men  and  hundreds 
who  were  instructed  there  are  today 
making  their  mark  in  the  world.  Some 
alas  have  seemingly  forgotten  the  old 
school  but  mayhap  will  be  awakened 
ere  long. 

It  has  been  the  intention  of  the  pre- 
sent secretary  of  the  Sons  of  Dummer 
to  prepare  a  series  of  articles  relative 
to  the  aims,  history,  and  future  of 
the  organization  in  a  special  effort  to 
have  the  society  occupy  a  larger  place 
in  the  sun,  so  to  speak,  and  most  of 
all  be  of  larger  service  to  the  academy 
of  today.  Just  how  many  parts  there 
will  be  depends  largely  on  the  ma- 
terial available  and  alumni  interest. 
Facts  have  been  gained  from  various 
sources,  much  has  been  borrowed. 

This  article,  the  first  is  called,  "The 
Pioneers."  The  data  here  given,  is 
almost  exclusively  from  the  secreta- 
ries' records  of  the  Sons  of  Dummer, 
and  the  same  will  be  true  of  the  other 
installments,  it  is  sufficient  backbone 
for  them. 

The  opening  record  in  the  book,  the 
covers  and  pages  of  which  are  still 
withstanding  well  the  attacks  and  on- 
slaughts  of  age,   says; 

"Society  of  the  Sons  of  Dummer 
Academy. 

"On  the  twenty  second  day  of  June 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hunderd  and  twenty-two  the  fol- 
lowing gentlemen  to  wit;  Dudley  At- 
kins Tyng,  Oliver  Prescott,  Nathan 
Noyes,  Jacob  Gerrish,  John  Scott, 
Jonathan  G.  Johnson,  and  Eleazer 
Johnson  Junior,  formerly  students  of 
Dummer  Academy,  met  at  the  office 
of  John  Scott,  Esquire,  in  Newbury- 
port for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  so- 
ciety of  those  who  have  received  an 
academical  education  in  that  semin- 
ary, the  objects  of  which  were  to  pro- 
mote and  extend  the  usefulness  and 
reputation  of  the  academy,  as  also  to 
cultivate  friendly  intercourse  and  so- 
cial affections  among  its  members; 
and  being  so  assembled  and  met  to- 
gether it  was  then  moved  by  Oliver 
Prescott,   Esquire,  to   choose   a   chair- 


man of  the  meeting  and  agreed  to 
The  Hon.  Dudley  A.  Tyng  was  then 
nominated  and  elected   unanimously. 

"Jacob    Gerrish    was    nominated    to 
serve  them  as   secretary,  and  chosen^
